WASHINGTON — On the eve of anoihur 
historic Midea.st summit, negotiators for Is- 
rael and Jordan worked Sunday on language

ligerency and moving the two n:itions inio an 
era of economic coopcn^iion. 

U.S. oftlcials pitKlaimc'd that peace finally 
is ui hami-iri^lhe Middle East. But the parties 
•tlireclly/ii^olvcd appeared more cautious. 
(,^hie Minister Yitzliak Rabin of Israel re- 
fused to say whether the agreement was' 
ready for him and King I iiissein of Jordan to . 
sign. 

"We don't make any statements about 
what will happen." he said, as he and Secrc- 
lary of Sl ate Warren Chrislophc r pos e d for 
pfioiograpEnn FiK hotel suite. "You will sec 
whal^will happen when it will happen." _

TWIN FALLS - Stricken with polio as a 
child, whcclchair-bound Sandra Drcssel of 
Meybum collected, medical "horror .stories” 
from Idahoans. . . 

Nearby, partially paralyzed Lori Os- 
borne of Hagcrman wrote down her recent 
experience with the Aincricun heuKh-carc 
sy.stcm , while sitting in her own 
whcelchmf. 

Both Magic Valley women were at Har- 
mon Park’ofi Sunday for the arrival oflob- 
byicst-supported buses that arc slopping in 
various places nationwide to collect letters 
from people-supporting hculth-carc reform. 

Dressel's and 0.sbomc's opinions on the 
issue of hcalth-care reform,' howeycr, were 
decidedly different. While DrcsscL advo- 
cated broad health-care reforms, such as 
implementing universal hcalth-care cover- 
age, Osborne said only a few things need 
to be changed, such as giving tux credits to 
self-employed people and vouchers for 
those with low incomes.

' already know, which is that it feels 
' good to net on those impulses.” . 

Around 'the world, every day.^reat 
horrors are ea.ty toTind. And so, in the 
face of it. random acts of kindness 
seem to mean nothing at all. 

But in capital letters. Random Acts 
of Kindncs.ssotnchow begin to add up. 
7”"irs prcitybasic stuff' Do-unto'oth"' 
crs. Turn the other check. Or. as an on- 
line wordsmith reminded friends in cy- 
berspace not long ago, ‘‘Good is the 
most contagious virus.:... one person’s 
good behavior spawns more good." 

Fine. But whot docs this really have 
to do with anything important? 

Well, for whatever reasons, the idea 
has caught on. 

Whitsett’s manual, a silly sort of 
book that will fit in your hip pocket, is 
only one of several such efforts, a 
piece of something bigger. Oprah Win- 
frey has devoted a sliow to the idea. 
Citizens have written letters lo their ed- 
itors. and cdiiors.have assigned re- 
porters to the story. 

Anne Herbert, a San Francisco-area 
wrilcf. Is gciKfally credited with coin- 
ing the slogan ’’Practice randpm acts of 
kindness and senseless acts of beauty" 
in the early I99(h. A response to con- 
stant news of another "random act of 
violence,” it has appeared on thou- 
sands of bumper stickers, one of which 
inspired Whitsett to join in. 

A Dakcfsficld, Calif., college profes- 
sor asked his class to commit such aci.s. 
Billboards have appeared along high- 
ways. Reader’s Digest told 20 million 
readers, "Here’s one underground 
movement yew’ll w:mt to join." 

William Damon, a psychologist and 
professor at Brown University in Prov- 
idence. R.I.. docs not dismi.ss the cal). 
"It’s only symbolic,” he said, "but we 
arc a symbol-creating, symbol-con- 
suming culture.” . 

It is in small ways, through, small 
messages, that larger strides forward 
sometimes begin. In a world of over- 
whelming troubles, guerrilla do-good- 
CIS perhaps fccl thcy arc at least taking 
a stand, however modest. 

"These little things that remind you 
that people core ... are uplifting rather 
than degrading." said Damon, co-au- 
thor with his wife of "Some Do Care: 
Contemporary Lives of Mora! Com-' 
mitment.' . 

"It’s an expression of something 
people feel has been diminishing in 
modc^ times — the sense that as a 
natural part of your everyday social 
life, you contribute to other people’s 
welfare. You don’t have to have n rea- 
son. ... Making another person's life 
better is good in and of itself. 

Undertaken in that spirit. Whitsett 
explained, his book simply offers 
"some fun, neat things you can do to 


would like to see a plan gel through 
Congress this year with universal cov- 
erage implemented in two to three 
years.

Several related books have been 
published, selling hundreds of thou- 
sands of copies. Each carries its own 
flavor, seasoned perhaps \yith New 
-Age sentiment or a-bit ofPollyanna or 
Zen. 

Though they aren't spccificially 
about Random Acts of Kindness, the 
best-seller lists also have been home 
lately to “The Book of Virtues,” 
William Bennett’s compendium of 
moral tales, and “The Seven Habits of 
Highly Effective People," Stephen 
Covey’s lake on value-based manage- 
ment.

“There’s a lot of harshncs.s, and the • 
constant sound of negativity. Look at 
the news, at the streets. It's all there, 
making people numb,”' Gwynn said, 
sipping a soda at a PaducahrKy.-, cafe.-. — 

“Yeah, doing a little .something ex- 
tra. that’s good. But what we’re really 
talking about is something much big- 
ger. something not too many people 
are willing to do. Commit. Really com- 
mit to making things, belter.” 

Statistics indicate that, at best, about - 
45 percent of Americans volunteer 
their time. That means half of us don’t. 
Food-pantries arc constontly in short 
supply, except around holiday time. 
Schools are forever in need of volun- 
teers, blocks in search of beautifica- 
tion. sick in hope of care. 

Princeton sociologist Robert Wuth- 
now examined questions of commit- 
ment in his book "Acts of Compas- 
sion.” and found the pool of antipathy 
deq>. 

According to his research, many 
Americans arc held back from good 
works by a me-againsi-tliem approach 
lo life. The focus is on individual gain, 
personal success. When he asked 
whether people in general "are gen- 
uinely concerned about helping the 
needy or mostly concerned about their 
own activities and interests,” a clear 
majority cast their lot with the Isner. ' ■ 

What’s the moral? To those who see 
things the way Whitilett does, it's a 
question of cynicijini. And stemming 
the tide. Don’t bile oiTloo much of this 
troubled world, he advises. 

“But start,” he said. "The idea is' to 
Stan some^cre." 

So, the short answer is no, Random 
Acts of Kindness won't do much. But 
maybe, just maybe, they are more than 
a drop in die bucket. Perhaps in-some-- 
small way, they ripple out and reach 
others. 

"Over the last decade, everyone wo-s 
trying to get their BMWs," said Whit- 
sett, a baby boomer of 49. "This 
decade, more and more of us arc look- 
ing lo get back in touch with our spiri- 
tuality, a deeper sense of goodness."- 

Certainly, no life crisis will be 
solved. But guerrilla do-gooders be- 
lieve that someone who doesn't care, 
who is in despair, may see another 
way, and choose to pave it with a little 
' sonicthing positive. 

“Making things better isn’t going to 
happen through private or government- 
sponsored projects," Whitsett said. "I 
think people ore figuring that out. It’s 
going to take individual people, indi- 
vidual acts, individual, actors — like 
you and me.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — For Americans wUhi: 
out health insurance, there's already one sure way 
to get.il: They just have to reach their.65th birth- 
day. 

Thanks..to Medicare, the program born in 
Lyndon B. Johnson’s Great Sodely three decades 
ago, barely 1 percent of the 38.9 million 
Americans with no health insurance arc elderly. 

Now Democrats in the Hou.se arc pushing to cre- 
ate a new branch of Medicare lo cover the coun- 
try’s poor, the uninsured, part-time workers, peo- 
ple between jobs and many of those working for 
small and medium-sized companies. 

This so-called Part C of Medicare is the brain- 
child of Rep. Pete Stark, D-Calif., and the House 
Ways and Means Committee, and it will be an 
integral pan of the bill that House leaders soon will 
send to Ac floor. 

.It is coming under fierce attack from private 
health insurers and' big businesses worried fibout 
the competition. The American Medical 
Association is also wary. 

“If you worry about a massive government 
takeover of the health-care system ... you’ve got to 
be concerned about the size of Medicare Part C,” 
said Dr. James Todd, the AMA’s executive vice 
president. 

Bui a majority of physicians surveycd_by the 
Times-Mirror Center for the People and the Press 
said Americans under 65 shouki have the option of 
choosing Medicare. 

Some critics view it as a stalking horse for cven-

Dems won’t go home^^ithout health-care action 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Democrats prepared 
for the August showdown on health care arc united 
on the premise that all Americans should be cov- 
ered but uncertain how long it will take to achieve 
that goal. 

Senate Majority Leader George Mitchell said 
Sunday that the debate could bc^n on the Senate 
floor in a week or two, and “we’re just going to 
stay in .session Xor as long as it takes" to act on 
health care legislation. 

But Slenate Minority Leader Robert Dole said he 
felt the Senate should not take its August recess, in ' 
order to have more time to review the legislation. 

“I don’t think there’ll be any August recess. My 
view is that’s not important,” Dole said in an 
appearance on CNN's “Late ^iiion." "The more 
important thing is to deal with health care. Let’s 
just don’t tush it. If we’re going to do it, let's do it 
right." 

House Majority Leader Richard Gephardt also 
made clear that the Ho^ will not lake iu August 
recess until health care is dealt with, and said he 
thought the House could complete its bill by 
August 12 or 13. 


Mitchell, Gephardt and Vice President Al Gore 
discussed health cure on NBC’s “Meet the Pres.s.“ 
The majority leaders arc now involved. in putting 
together, out of legislation p:issed by four commit- 
tees, bills they will prc.sent on the House and 
Senate floors. •, 

Gore said he was confident Congress would 
emerge with a hcallh-carc reform plan before the 
November election. “The odds arc overwhelming 
that we will pass It because history is on our side. 
The Amcpcan people know that we need this legis- 
lation,” he said. 

Gore repeated the administration position that 
universal coverage must be a part of the final pack- 
age! He indicated '(hat one plan approved by the 
Senate Finance Committee that would insure-ubout 
95 percent of the population would not be uccupt- 
able. 

“I don’t think that guts us universal coverage. I 
think that the final result will probably not be bused 
on that model." he said. 

' Gore said it would be impos.sibte to control costs, 
without coverage for all. “If you don’t have unlvcr- ' 
sal coverage ... it's like trying to carry water in a 


leaky bucket. You just can't do it.' 

Last week, the White House had to mobilize to 
reaffirm that the administration was not lowering 
iLs universal coverage goals after President Clinton. ■ 
in a speech in Boston, said he would accept “somcr 
where in the ballpark of 95 percent upwards." 

The Democratic leaders left vague what they are 
considering for a phasc-in period to achieve univer- < 
sal coverage. The original Clinton plan called for 
two or three years, but that has been lengthened by 
Cotigrcss’ reluctance to force employers U> pay for 
the program. 

Gore said that the eight lo 10 years suggested by 
some Ls unacceptable: ”Wc don’t want lo wait lhai 
long." 

Milchell, D-Maine,'said a six-lo-eighl year 
phase-in period is "one of many options" being 
considered. Gephardt, D-M.o., said reaching uni- 
versal coverage in four or five years made sense. 

"This is u big motnent fur the country," 
Gephardt said. The phase-in will probably be 
extended “to ^ve people time to gel ready for this. 
The important thing is to plant the flag, make the 
decision."

Intelligence panel will study 
CIA discrimination charges

WASHINGTON — The House 
intelligence commiliee will hold hear- 
ings in September to air charges of 
discrimination against women in the 
CIA and oiher inlelligence agencies, 
according to Rep. Ronald D. Coleman. 
D-Texas, a member of the panel. 

In a statement, Coleman said the 
committee also would' look Into "new 
allegations of retaliation' against 
employees who have complained of 
discrimination,” but he did not give 
any examples. 

"There is a building acrin^ony 
among minority and ‘women employ- 
ees throughout the intelligence com- 
munity who believe they have been 
discriminated against for a number of 
years," Coleman said. 

In addition, the congressman indi- 
cated that minority hiring practices al 
the National Security Agency, which 
qjliccts and analyzes intercepted clcc- 
■ tronic intelligence, would be included 
in the hearings. 

Coleman said that a Defense 
• Department in.spccior general report 


on hiring and promotion practices ul 
the' Fort Meade-based NSA disclosed 
“staggeringly low numbers of women 
and minorities employitd in the intelli- 
gence community."- Coleman said 
only 11 percent of NSA’s 20,000 
employees arc members of minority 
groups compared with 27.7 percent of 
the entire foetal work force. He .said 
only 200 of NSA’s employees arc 
Hispanic. 

TTic report said that the NSA estab- 
lished a recruiting office in Phoenix 
specifically to recruit Hispanics. The 
office was staffed with one non- 
Spanish-speaking African American, 
Coleman said, and was closed three 
years later because of budget reduc- 
tions. Its activities Yesulted in 11 hirc.s, 
none of them Hispanic, according to 
the IG report. 

The CIA and private lawyers repre- 
senting a group of one-third of the 
CIA's fem^e case officers have begun 
negotiating a settlement to claims that 
the'agcncy’i clandestine service has 
discriminated against female officers 
in promotions, country assignments 
and spying tasks since 1986. 


Crew evacuates flaming 
fish processor; 1 missing 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) — 
A fish processing ship burned dut 
of control Sunday off the southwest' 
tip of Alaska, forcing the evacua- 
tion of 132 people. One person was 
missing, the Coo.st Guard said. 

Small ammonia and propane 
tanks thrown overboard by the 
crew of the All Alaskan exploded 
as thcTire spread to fuel on the 
water. Leaking oil created an 8- 
milc sheen in Unimak Pass waters 
of the Alaska Peninsula, Coast 
Guard Ll. Michael Patterson said. 

"Tliere’s a toxic ammonia cloud 
coming from the ship and heading 
down wind, but it's not threatening 
any people on land." Patterson 
said. 

“It’s a volatile situation. So there 
probably won’t be any firefighting 
possible. It's burning out of control 
and burning fiercely." 


The Coast Guard had no estimate 
of the amount of oil or chemicals 
that leaked. The cause, of the fire 
was not immediately known.' 

One CTcw member from the 340- 
foot ship was ireuted-abourd a ■ 
Coast Guard cutter for smoke 
inhalation. He and other crew 
members were being taken to-tlte 
Aleutian Islands port oLUnalaska 
aboard another fishing vessel. 

Crew members first abandoned 
ship into rafts before rescuers 
helped them aboard the fishing 
ship. Crew and rescuers were large- 
ly clear of the ship before toxic 
fumes became' dangerous. 
Patterson said.

Raising the healthcare stakes on em- 
ployers like Pizza Hut in pursuit of the 
president's utopia won't improve the liv- 
ing standard of American workers. It’ll 
just dim their job prospects.

Occasionally, a news story appears that 
clutches at your heart, that boil) saddens and 
angers you. 

Such was the case, tliis past week, of a 
gripping front-page stoiy in The Wiishinglon 
Po.st about a nurse. Judith Houston Qusion. 
who hadH>een a holdup victim. 

Busion was a shon distance from her 
home at the Temple Hills apartment com- 
plex in the Washington area on the night of 
July,8.’Slie had parked her car and was 
about to make the brief trip to her'apartmenl 
when two young men stepped out of the 
darkness. At least one of them had a gun., . 

In n case'of bad timing. Buston became 
the newest victim in our increasingly violent 
society. . 

•She was involved in a brief struggle when 
two sltots rang out. picrcittg the nighrThen 
therb was the sound of feet pounding the 
pavement ns the youths ran away. ' 

Oo jhut fintti night of her life; at approxi- 
mately 10:15 p.m., Buston fell to the jiovc- 
■ -menu blood gushing.from the tom main 
artery in her left thigh, like a faucet opened 
full. 

The woman, 5 feet tall, weighing 100 
pounds, dragged hensclf about 1 0 feet along 
‘ the cracked white concrete walkway to her 
h'ome. 

She managed to pull herself up a flight of 
stairs, trailing a dark swipe of blood along 
the way. She bcg.in pounding furiously on 
her neighbors' doors.. 

Her plaintive wail could be heard ihrough- 
• but the building: "Help me. Somebody help 
me.” the woman begged. But no one an-' 
swered her pleas. Her neighbors had heard 
the gunfire and retreated behind their locked . 
doors, hoping to remain safe. Some dialed 
911. But the bleeding stole the life of this 
43-ycar-old pediatric nurse who worked at 
George Wa.shington University Medical 
Gcnter. 

No one could blame the neighbors. Not 
'many people would open their doors with 
fresh violence just outside. One by one they 
explained how frightened they "had become 
and how they had tried to help by dialing 
911. But nothing was going to make any of 
them open their doors to the possibility of 
trouble on the other side. 

, So in the end. the nurse was Icfi to die a 
frightening lonely death, in pain in the hall- 
way just out of reach of her neighbors who 
had been constricted by fear. 

The saddest part of the whole event was 
that it could have occurred anywhere; it 
could have happened to any one of us. 

Unfortunately, the death of Buston was no

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big thing in America. Her passing might 
make the nightly news. She will doubtless 
go down in the FBI statistics concerning 
murder in the United States in I'994. But. af- 
ter all. she was not O.J. Simpson's cx-wife. 
She was no superstar. Her death will cause 
pain, but only for a fleeting momcnl. 

There was no TV spectacle, no long 
preliminary hearing; no bevy of high- 
priced lawyers will become involved in 
the circumstances surrounding her death. 
Inevitably, her assailants will turn out to 
be members of America's underclass who 
wanted money to buy drugs or pizza or to 
play games in neighborhood arcade.s. The 
lives of other people arc not as important 
to them as the need to fill their social ap- 
petites. 

When most of us die. if it is away from 
home, it will likely be in some inglorious . 
places unattended by fanfare and widespread 
hysteria. Tlic coroner will arrive, bag the 
body and deliver it to the morgue. And then. 
olT it goes to some anonymous funeral / 
home, where friends and, family gather to 
pay tribute. And that’s iti 

Only the family members arc left to 
searih for answers that never really arrive. 
Only friends ask the question heard so oficn; 
Why is it that the good dic'young'.’ 

So go the lives of all the Judith Houston 
Bustons orAmcrica. men and women, boys 
and girls who succumb to senseless crimes . 
and violence. 

It appears the only sensible advice is to 
live life to the fullest, to love family, val- 
ue friendships and be careful with 
strangers. Nothing is promised a^y of us 
these days. Life has increasingly become 
a c.hancc. as Buston found out during her 
final hours. 

. She was to be married, but death aban- 
doned her groom at the altar. This is the 
legacy of our'so-callcd civilized society. 
This is the painful reality of a free people 
who arc imprisoned by 200 million guns 
and no leadership capable of saving us 
from one another or ourselves. One is 
forced to wonder if anything will ever 
make us whole again, if anything will 
transform our fear into substance so that ■ 
we may measure l\ow very /ar off course 
we have strayed.

NEW YORK (AP) — Nearly five 
decades after the<end of World War 
II, even the youngest survivors of 
Nazi persecution are approaching 
retirement age. ^ 

For these people, who' lived 
through one of the most horrific 
periods in history, aging can' be 
especially difficult. 

“What is important to remember is - 
that as people get older and experi- 
ence loss, it sort of reawakens the 
los.<ies they've bad. For the Nazi vic- 
tims, it brings back all^thc loss ' 
they've had: o^ country, a'farnily, a 
home,” said karriette Fricdlahdcr,— 
3p executive director at Selfhelp 
Community Services. 

AtTSfclfhclp, where Nazi victims 
have been going for aid since it was 
founded in the mid-1930’s to help 
Jewish refugees, the aging of sur- 
vivors has meant that issues affect- 
ing the elderly have become some of 
ihe leading concerns. 

Though Sclfhelp is now a large 
not-for-profit social service agency 
'4vith o-$51 million annual budget 
and programs ranging from senior 
centers to AIDS services, providing 
help to survivors is still a prime 
focus. Nearly 40 staff members arc 
• assigned to the agency's Nazi 
Victim Program. 

The program serves people, the 
vast majority of them Jewish, who 
suffered under Nazism, whether they 
fled, -survived death camps or hid in 
Nazi-controlled territory. . 

Sclfhelp remains one of only a 
handful of agencies around, the 
country with a wide range of pro- 
grams for elderly survivors, despite 
the difficulties these people can 
face. 

While many survivors don’t con- 
tinue to suffer as a result of their 
wartime experiences, some elderly 
survivors find themselves alone in 
the wake of a cataclysm that wiped 
out entire families and villages. 
Others struggle with depressiao. 
anxiety or other emotional troubles 
because of the atrocities they 
endured.’ 

For a^ut 2,000 of ^he metropoli- 
tan area'^s survivors, the agency pro- 
vides such services as counseling, 
home care, financial assistance, 
housekeeping, outreach services and 
help with the mundane troubles of 
daily life. 

Some of their clients are the peo- 
ple who couldn’t be helped by other 
social service groups, “the people 
who were living without ,a phone in^ 
an unheated room' above a garage 
•’who thought the Nazis were after 
them,” Friedlander said. 

Through counseling, the agency's 
social workers try to help survivors 
come to terms with their experiences

Rwandan refugees slowly head home 


EREZ CROSSING. Ga?a Strip 
(AP) — Under tight security 
aimed at preventing a repeat of 
last, week's deadly riots, thou* 
sands of impoverished 
'Palestinian workers entered Israel 
through the reopened Erez cross- 
ing Sunday. 

The' 18, 000 workers were the 
first git)up of significant size to 
cross into Israel since the July 17 
unrest when two Palestinians 
were killed, and dozens of Arabs* 
and Israelis were injured. 

TItc riot broke out when labor- 
ers denied enlr>' to Israel tried to 
rush the crossing, and Israeli and 
Palestinian troops exchanged fire. 

The melee was the worst vio- 
lence since Palestinian self-rule 
• beglin' In mid-May. Israel scaled 
off , Gaza until last Friday, the 
Muslim sabbath. 

Israel's finance minister repeal- 
ed a promise Sunday to provide 
money and diplomatic assistance 
to help relieve the economic dis- 
tress bedeviling the autonomous. 
Gaza Strip and Jericho region. 

“We are very concerned about 
the situation," Israeli Finance 
Minister Avraham Shochat said 
after a meeting with Ahmed 
Ourcia, the Palestinian finance 
minister, in Jericho. "You can’t 
carry out the (autotutmy) agree- 


ment without the economy 
receiving a boost.” 

"We will transfer funds that the 
palestiiiians deserve from us 
(and) we have to hasten the donoi* 
countries to transfer the funds 
they promised," Shochat said. 

The Palestinians are demand- 
ing Israel hand ovCr hundreds of 
millions of dollars that were 
Vvithheld as taxes from 
Palestinian workers in Israel. 
Israeli radio stations said Israel 
agreed c\p1y t6 an immediate 
transfer of about S2:3 million.

WENDELL - Solid waste disposal and recycling 
has never been cleaner, safer or more comprehensive 
than it is at Gooding County's Nonli Wendell Transfer 
Station. 

'"A lot Of people have been getting rid of their old 
bum barrels," said station manager Jim Marshall. "It 
makes the alleyways look cleaner." 

. The transfer station 1.7 miles north of Wendell on 
state Route 46 isn't plagued by fiics. crows or odors 
because garbage is shipped daily to the recently 
opened Milner Butte Regional Landfill near Burley. 

liic landfill accepts waste from tranfcis staiioas in 
the Southern Idaho Regional Solid Waste District, 
•which includes most Magic Vallcy countics. Twin 
Falls County has pulled out of die district and is trying 
to open its own garbage landfill to meet federal envi- 
ronmental regulations. 

The North Wendell Transfer Station’s scrap iron pile, 
wo^ waste pile, tire bunker, demolition debris pit &nd 
sta^ng area for the trash-hauling trailers ore in natural 
••d^ressions and thus invisible from the highway. 

Thousands of trees, shrubs and flowers to be planted 


ing and dump their trash on the floor. 

' Movable gates prevent people from falling into the 
pit in which a tractor-trailer is parked. After the patron 
leaves, the gate is raised high enough to shove the trash 
into the trailer, but kept loft' enough to prevent the load- 
er from falling into. the pit. The loader moves large 
loads and a worker with a broom pushes small material. 

"We sweep right up,” said Marshall, "so the public 
doesn’t gel a nail in a tire." 

Screens atop the trailer keep trash from blowing ouv 
on the highway. At the landfill, the moving floor in the 
uailcr empties the load out the back.' ■ ‘ 

'• "It’s a lot' easier dumping on the flat surface (than 
on the dirt at the, landfill),’!, said Fred Miller of C«S:R 
Sanitation Inc. of Gooding. "The truck needs to be lev- 
el when tipping (a Dumpster) or it could tip over."

common examples ofhazardou.s 
material that can pollute soil and 
groundwater. 

Schultz- listed three steps in 
handling hazardous waste: make i 
sure, it’s not leaking; use it up - 
perhaps a neighbor can use left- 
over pesticide; contact the state 
Division of Environmental Qual- 
ity for disposal advice; or take it 


to a company that accepts 
ardous waste, such as Envirosal'c 
in Mountain Homo.

She 
will soon be hired by the city to help 
witli growth management. 

The goals include: 

* Budget: Ip should be the first 
priority, Doug Stobart said. 

"Wc need to know how much it*S 
going to take out of the pocket and 
where It’s going to come from,” he 
said. 

. “One of the problems with the city 
budget is (hat nobody .show.s up for 
the budget hcaring-s until their taxes 
increase.” Ottens said. "It is incum- 


bent upon the citizens that the'y^ 
make sure they know what’s going 
on.” 

Ottens urged the citizens to attend 
council meetings which arc at 7:30 
.p.m. the flisl and third Tuesday of 
'every month at city hall. 

• Planning: No one saUl growth 
should be squelched, but Ottens 
said that it could be with strict 
planning and zoning laws and a ; 
comprehensive plan limiting 
growth. 

“I feel growth should be allowed 
but should have to pay its own 
way,” said Greg Dean. 

Ottens said the city’s 1977 com- 
prehensive plan is outdated, a new 
one is needed to guide city leaders, 
and that it should be. updated every 
five years. 

No one volunteered to work on a 
comprehensive plan.

' MOUNT HOOD, Ore. (AP) — • 
Four climbers started an 
avalanche when they fell about 
•700'feet down a snowy glacier on • 
Mount Hood Saturday, a witness 
said. Two were swept into a 
crevasse and killed. 

■ The four were climbing Eliot 
Glacier at about 9,000 feet on the 
mountain’s north side when the 
-avalanche occurred about 2 p.m. 
MDT. Rescuers reached them 
about five hours later, and airlift- 
ed two to University Hospital in 
Portland. 

The other two were killed, hos- 
pital spokeswoman Marlys Levin 
said. One of the survivors 
appeared to be in critical condi- 
tion, the other's injuries were 
described as serious. 

“They were attempting to glis- 
sade, basically sliding on their 
butts, and started way too high," 
witness Andy Marker told KFW 
in Portland. “That’s 45 degrees up , 
there, and with the snow condi- 
tions, they just got out of control, 
tried to self-arrest, and, uh. it 
didn’t work. 

“They hit the rock band, cart- 
wheeled over it, hit the snow right 
above the crevasse. StO{iped for a 
couple of seconds. Then the 
avalanche that they had created with 
their momentum swept two of them 
into the crevasse.” 

Mount Hood rises to an elevation 
of 11,237 feet. 

In 1966, seven students and two 
teachers died after they were caught 
in a blizzard on the mountain. TWo 
others walked through the storm to 
seek help, and .two teen-agers sur- 
vived the three-day ordeal in a hasti- 
ly dug snow cave. 

Lightning,

Insurance fund’s long arm of law 
reaches bosses, workers, doctors 


BOISE (AP) — Slate university offi- 
cials say it will take S3 million over 
two years to expand engineering 
degree programs al Biriso State 
University the way southwestern Idaho 
business leaders want. . 

But ihe^ toh! mepibers of the Board 
of Education Friday there'- fs no way 
extra cosh can be squeezed out of the 
existing budgets witho,ul seriously 
affecting other disciplines, 

Still, members of the board’s acade- 
mic affairs committee directed officials 
from both Boise Stale and the 
University of Idaho to come up with 
arco.s where they can siphon the cash io 
finance the engineering expansion that 
has been demanded by board member 
Joe Parkin.son, chairman of Micron 
Technology Inc. in Boise. 

’ “Given the magnitude of the need 
here, we would be unable to' absorb 
this into pur budget without serious^ 
dctrimenlal effects elsewhere," Boise 
State Provost Daryl Jones said. 

University of Idaho Provo.sl John 
Yost said the impact would be the 
same for his school, which runs (he 
engineering program on the Boise 
campus. 

But Yost said as many internal 
adjustments as possible would he made 
because “meeting the needs of engi- 
neering-based industry in the Treasure 
.Valley has become- essential, we

The plan, pul, together at the. direction 
ofthe board earlier this month, calls for 
S2 million in the budgets of the schools 
for the 1995-1996 academic year to 
bring faculty and coun^ offerings in the 
Boise-based prograip to the point that 
civil and mcchanicarchgineering stu- 
dents can receive their degree without 
moving to the Moscow campus.

— a toll-free hotline Jhat anyone -can 
call to report suspected worker’s 
.compensation fraud not just by 
employees but by doctors and 
employers as well. . ' 

Fraud by workers and doctors dri- 
‘ ves up employer premiums white 
fraud by employers shortchanges 
workers. 

The hotline ~ 1-600-448-4743 
is also turning up a number of 
businesses that have no worker’s 
compensation coverage even 
though the law requires it. With 
prerniums generally running at 
least several thousand dollars a 
year, those without coverage haye 
a distinct financial advantage over 
their competitors who are comply- 
ing with the law, 

Pete Skamserricfdho director for 
the National Federation of 
Independent Business, has been pro- 
moting the hotline with his thou- 
sands of members since it began 
operating in April. 

“My guys really like it )}6cause in 
the past when they thought they had 
a case, nobody jisicned.” Skamser 
said. “Now ihey'l&el the system is 
working, that somebody is paying 
attention to them.” 

But it has not been just employers 
taking advantage.

“Fraud has been a severe prob- 
lem in other western states and 
we're told some of the perpetra- 
tors are headed this way. We want 
to head 'em off at the pass,” he 
said' 

His interest i.<i assuring his policy- 
holders do not pay anymore than 
they legitimately should. And just 
the existence of the hotline may be 
convincing employees, employers 
. and doctors to play it straight, he 
suggested. ' 

Those benefits Kach beyond the 
fund'lo its competitors as well. 
About half the calls that arc fol- 
lowed ilp involve insurers other than 
the fund.

Exxon Valdez trial reveals spill’s economic exists, costs that can never be tallied

CHENEGA DAY. Alaska — For Eildic 
Lavshakoff, il’s ihc bleak silence of a bay once 
clamoring with ducks.

It's b«n five years since the biggest oil .spill 
in U.S. history .smeared 1 1 million gallons of 
North Slope crude across Ala.ska’s wild south*, 
cm coast. Now, the biggest environmental la\S- 
suit in U.S. history is taking stock of the disas- 
ter's economic and ecological impacts. . 

The trial is in its third month and far from 
done.

One can claim that the theory 
of probabilities governs the best 
play of today’s trump suit. While 
there is some truth here, it’s easi- 
er to approach the problem by ap- 
plying some common sense. 

After West’s diamond lead, 
South ^cs a’Qeeting thought to 
trying the diamond finesse, but it 
rates to be a give-up play.' If it los- 
es, South is sure to go one down 
even if be finds bvor^Ie breaks. 

So he wins dummy’s diamond 
ace and. starts the trumps. In 
dummy for the first and lut time, 
how should be play th,e suit? Be- 
fore a decision is made, South 
should count the possible ios^. 
Re has only one side-suit loser, so 
the problem boils down to avoid- 
ing the loss of three trump tricks. 

If trumps ore 2-2, there ore no 
problems. Any play of the suit will 
result in only two trump losers. If 
tnunps are 4-0, South has no play 
— the defenders must get three 
trump tricks. 

The 3-1 distributions, when 
West has a sin^eton, are the ories 
to consider; the others solve 
themselves. If West has a single- 
ton 10, a low trump to one of 
South’s honors wins. If West holds 
either the ace or the king single- 
ton, the play of an honor results in 
the loss of three trump tricks. 
Since a singleton high honor is 
twice as likdy as a singleton 10, 
the 2-1 favorite is a low trump to 
the six, losing tp^ West’s king. This 
holds Ruth’s tiump losers to two 
tricks and brings in the game and 
rubber.

That strikes Weese, who moved to Bur- 
ley last year from Southern California, 
where he worked in a large medical center, 
as high for a iwo-coumy area with 39,000 
residents, and it may have something to do 
with what they're^fing. 

“The University 'of Utah research indicat- 
ed that diets in Utah tended to be hig'hcr in 
fat, and fat is definitely a risk factor in 
prostate cancer,” he said. 

■ Other studies not related to prostate can- 
cer have shown that residents of Utah and 
southern Idaho — including Mormons who 
shun alcohol and tobacco — have more fat 
in (heir diets than people in the nation as a 
whole. 

“There are certainly some other possible 
explanations for (he prosiatc.cancer I’ve 
seen, including the fact that there hasn’t 
been a urologist here before," Weese said. 
“It coiild be (hat prostate cancer cases arc 
, being diagnosed now that weren’t beingldi- 
agnosed until much later, or that people are 
staying home for treatment who used to go 
out of the area.” 

Neither of Twin Falls' two urologists, Dr. 
Charles Cutler nor Dr. John Boaz, could be 
reached last week for comment, but il’s 
clear that in the Magic Valley, Idaho and 
the nation as a whole, prostate cancer is on 
■■thcriM.

LOOKIN’ GOODI Beauty may be in the eyes of 
the beholder — but what you behold depend.s on 
whether you’re a man or a woman. In a survey of 
300 personal trainers, 77 percent, .said women spend 
more time than men looking at the opposite sex dur- 
ing a workout and 91 percent s:^id men spend more 
time than women looking al themselves in the mir- 
ror. *1116 survey was conduacd for Met-Rx, a “high 
lech engineered nutri tion food." 

WATCH YOUR STEP: If you’re getting on in 
years, be especially careful after a hospital stay. A 
study of 214 patients 70 and older found the elderly 
are at iocreas^ risk of falling for at least a month af- 
ter they leave the hospital, according lo a University 
orWisconsin researcher supported, in pan, by the 
National Institutes of Health. 

INSULIN-SHOCKINO NEWS: Also from the Na- 
tional Instilules-of-Healih-cdmes news that- when 
youngsters arc first diagnosed with insulin-depen- 
dent diabetes, their thoughts often turn to suicide. 
However, they rarely follow through with an at- 
tempt. according to a study, in the Journal of the 
American Academy of Child and Adolescent Psychi- 
atry. 

TIMES THEY ARB A CHANGIN’: In the '60s, 
boby boomers, you probably associated the word 
“joint” with marijuana. But if you haven’t already, 
you'll soon be discovering the original meaning of 


the. word. By the year 2020. the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prcvgoiion predicts, aging boomers will 
cause the number of Americans with arthritis to soar 
to 59.4 million, or nearly one out of five people. •— . 

NUTRITION DEFICIENT: Unfortunately, giltting 
up in years all too often means going down in nutri- 
tion.' Nutritional deficiencies, some brought on by 
the aging process itself, can incrcitsc the risk of brit- 
tle bone.s, cancer, heart disease, lowered 'immunity, 
and, in the case of vitamin B-I2 deficiency, a brain 
condition closely resembling Alzheimer's disease. 
The appetites of many elderly people often diminish, 
some even losing their sense of smell or taste. 

BEWARE THE CURE: Beware' of those who tout 
"anti-aging” pills or human growth hormones as a 
way to get rid of wrinkles, increase muscle strength 
or boost sexuality. A few years ago. a small study 
found that a synthetic-human growth hormonc given'- 
to elderly men seemed -to reverse the decline in mus- 
cle and the increase in body fat that accompanies ag- 
ing. Now, it sccnis, some self-styled "anti-aging 
spas" arc giving the drug to pcoplc^hbping to slay 
youthful. But be aware that if a person already has a 
healthy hormonal balance, imposing an additional 
growth hormone can upset (hat balance, and (he body 
will respond and can shut down its own production.

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Heart disease risks remain unalterable

CHICAGO — Long before (he 
discovery of his heart disease two 
years ago. Illinois Goy. Jim Edgar 
■was known for his abstinence from 
' alcohol and tobacco, his love of bi- 
cycling and a gcncrally'Kcalthy 
•lifestyle. 

^ter chest pain led to balloon an- 
giopliuty to open his coronary artcr- 
' ics, Edga^ seemed to embrace clean 
living with even greater zeal, attend- 
ing a.Pritikin camp to wcar;r himself 
from his beloved bacon cheeseburg- 
ers, fried chicken and other down- 
home food favored at political rallies, 
and picnics. 

The governor shed poundk from~ 

■ his already trim frame and became 
noticeably lean. His doctors regular- 
ly monitored his blood pre.ssurc, 
cholesterol and general vital signs. 
About the only thing he didn't do 
was duck the stress of Springfield’s 
partisan politics. 

So when Edgar required emergen-. 
Cy .coronary bypass surgery Thurs- 
day night, many people were 
’ shocked that someone who seemed 
to do everything right' could still be 
stricken. 

The truth is that, despite much' 
publicity from some public health 
advocates, so-called risk factors like 
smoking cigarettes and having high 
blood pressure are associated with 
.only about half of all heart attacks. 

Some of the greatest risks for 
heart disease, such as being male, 
being older and having a family his- 
tory of coronary illncs.s, arc unalter- 
able. Other factors known to play a 
role, such as stress, arc poorly un- 
derstood and can be far more diffi- 
^-'cull to control than choosing an ap- 
ple as a'snack instead of potato 

■ chips. 

* “The quick answer is that you can 
modify your life to reduce yolir 
chance of a heart attack, but you'll 
never reduce that risk to zero,” said 
Dr. Alan Garber, a.ssocialc profc.ssor 
■ of medicine at Stanford University. 

In fact, said Garber, in their enthu- 
siasm for risk factors, many advo- 
cates have oversold the benefits of 
lifestyle modification to the public. 

“Some efforts to persuade the 
public to change diet and lifestyle 
have oversimplified scientific facts 
in a way to lead people to believe 
there is more to be gained than there 
really is," said Garber, who is an 
economist as well as a physician and 
who is writing cholesterol guidelines 
for the American College of Physi- 
cians. 

“It’s difficult when ■you want to 
persuade people to change their 
habits to be cvenhanded in present- 
ing scientific evidence, which is of- 
ten much weaker than the public is 

■ led to believe.’’ 

In the case of cholesterol, for ex- 
ample,., the early strategy endorsed 
• by public health advocates was for

everyone lu learn their cholesterol 
IcveLs and work to lower them. 

“One unfortunate aspect of that 
policy was to encourage a lot of 
younger people who were already 
jogging and eating low-fat diets to 
go to their doctors to learn their 
cholesterol levels and then worry 
aboutthem," Garber said. ‘ 

“Tlicse people arc already at such 
low risk that they don't need to wor- 
ry about choIc.s(crol. It’s much more 
important to target people truly at 
high risk, such as those whatyc al- 
ready had a heart attack.^llRr than 
the whole population.' 

“I think federal health officials 
now recognize that, ahd their ap- 
proach has changed over lime.” 
Much of what science kno\v.s- 
about coronary risk factors has been 
gleaned from studies that follow 
large groups of people over long pe- 
riods, correlating information about 
lifestyle with illnc.ss and deaths. 

The best known of these started in 
Framingham, Mass., in 1948 and en- 


rolled 5,000 people. A second gener- 
ation of more than 5.000 has been 
enrolled to continue the work. 

That study has yielded solid evi- 
dence associating cigarette smoking 
with coronary disease and death, and 
it has found correlations with high 
blood pressure, high cholesterol, 
male gender, age and other factors. 

In general. .said Dr. Peter W. Wil- 
son, director of laboratories for the 
Farmingham study, these factors arc 
associated with half the heart dis- 
ease. 

“There arc a bunch of unknowns 
associated with the other half of 
heart disease,” he said. "Part of the 
thing is wc don't measure them that 
well, or don't know what to mca- 

“For example, someone may 
havc normal blood pressure when 
it's measured in a physician's of- 
fice, but when he’s sitting^ there in 
a traffic jam, his blood pressure 
goes way up. Then he gets (chest 
pain), and we've missed that. That 


could be borderline hypertension." 

Somcoae like Edgar who cats sen- 
sibly and doesn't smoke could have 
several “borderline” risks, such as 
slightly elevated blood pressure or 
cholesterol, Wilson said. 

“If he had just two borderline 
risks, he would have a threefold 
overall increased risk." he said. 

But it is easy lolook at studies and . 
get the mistaken impression that the 
averages apply to everyone. Even 
though on average, people who 
to xcilittc these ri.sks may jfve 
longer, there arc no guarantees that 
any ini(ividual will benefit.' 

“Life is a somewhat chancy pro- 
cess," said Dr. Stephen B. Hullcy 
of-lhe epidemiology-department at-- 
the*Univcrsily of California at Sah 
Francisco. “Wc don’t have the 
knowledge' or tools to guarantee 
long life to every individual. All 
wc can do is try to improt-c the 
odd-s?' 

The notion of risk factors and 
odds improvement .has' become 
quite popular tn American 
medicine and much of Europe, but 
there arc skeptics who. think too' 

' much is being made from too lilllc 
evidence. 

■ Two University of Dublin scien- 
tists, Drs, James McCormick and 
Petr Skrabanck argued in the 
Lancet, a British medical journal, 
.several years ago that the very 
term "risk factor"_is flawed bc; 
cause it implies causes and effects 
that aren't proven. 

They cited 246 documented 
"risk factors" for coronary disf.n 
ease, including "not having sics- 
ta.s. snoring, having English as ;i 
mother tongue and not eating 
mackerel” .all of which appear to 
be associated with elevated levels 
of heart disease. 

Another critic, lliomas J. Moore, 
a fellow at the Center for Health 
Policy Research at George Washing- 
ton University, said medical science 
doesn't understand why deaths from 
heart disease arc falling in the Unit- 
ed Slates any more than it knows 
why cancer dcaOis are rising. 

“We spend billions to treat and 
prevent both diseases, but we don't 
understand cither all that well." he 
said. 

But despite critics, most physi- 
cians caution against abandoning 
lifestyle changes and risk-factor re- 
duction as mainstays in fighting 
coronary disca.se. 

"I would not take the governor’s 
experience as anything to discourage 
me from recommending the healthy 
habits 1 have been advocating," said 
Dr. Philip Greenland, chairman of 
preventive medicine at Northwestern 

■ University. ' 

“From a scientific point of .view, 
what (Edgar's illnes.s) tells us is that 
there’s more wc need to know. But it 
doesn’t mean that what wc do know 
should be thrown out." .

Don’t ignore your body’s need for fluid replacement

Do you drink enough fluids, especially water, 
throughout the day? 

Do you remember to la'kc in extra water when you 
arc exercising or working ■niLsidc, especially in the 
higli heat and humidity? 

With the warm days of summer approaching; being 
aware of your fluid intake is very important. If ignored, 
dehydration can lead to m:iny serious problems. Heal 
cramps, heat exhaustion, heat stroke and even death 
can be'the result of uncontrolled dehydration, 

Replacing water is vital when exercising and sweat- 
ing. Adequate fluid intake Is c.s.scntial in preventing a 
djingcrous rise in body temperature. Our bodies have 
five ways in which to dissipate heat; conduction, con- 
vection, evaporation, respiration and radiation. .. 

• Conduction is when your body comes in contact 
with another object and heal is transferred to the 
cooler object. Light-weight, "breathable" clothing 


helps take heal away from the body. 

• Convection occurs when cool air is ‘moving 
over your body and the excess heat is transferred to 
the cooler air. A fan or tool breeze can help take 
heal away from the bixly. 

• Evaporation la)$^es place as a liquid Jums into a 
vapor. The rate of cooling from evaporation depends 
upon the clothing material, the amount of the body 
that is covered, the humidity, the temperature and 
the rate of air circulation. 

• Respiration allows outside cooler air to he 
inspired into your lungs and then exchanged for the 
air warmed by your body. 

• Radiation refers to heat exchanged directly 
between the body and die environment. Exercising in 
direct sunlight incrcasc.s your absorption of radiant 
energy. Wearing light-colored clothing and avoiding 
the sun can help decrca.se radiant heat absorption.

Researcher lists healthy reasons to exercise 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Why 
exercise? A leading researcher, look- 
ing over more than 40 years of stud- 
ies. declares the answer, a little effort 
can prevent disease and ward off 
early death. 

"Physical activity and high physi- 
cal fiinc-ss extend longevity." said Dr. 
Ralph S. Paffenbarger of Stanford 
University Schi^il of Medicine. 

Regular exercise is valuable, but 
simply living a physically active life, 
such os doing work that requires a lot 
of walking around, can still make a 
difference, Paffenbarger said. 

Exercise protects against coronary 
heart disca.se, sltukc, higli hlood pres- 
sure, obesity, diabetes, osteoporosis and 
colon cancer, Paffenbarger said, sum- 
marizing the value of physical activity 


in a lecture at the American College of 
Sports Medicine's recent 40th anniver- 
sary conference in Indianapolis. 

And that’s not theory, Paffenbarger 
said. He desaibed it as “likely causc- 
and.-cffcct relations through altcr- 
atioas in definable mechanisms." 

There’s evidence that sedentary 
people — the ones •A'ho researchers 
U.SC as comparisons to test the value 
• of exercise — would be belter off in 
pushing themselves into the group 
that gets the benefits. 

The heart of a physically active 
person can work on less oxygen, 
Paffenbarger said. At Ac same time, 
activity increo.scs the oxygen supply 
to the heart. 

Endurance exercise trains the heart 
to work efficiently with' fewer beats, 


Paffenbarger said. Similarly 
endurance exercisers can lower their 
blood pressure readings at rest and 
during exercise. Research has even 
found that male exercisers who have 
high blood pressure have a far lower 
death rate than sedentary men with the 
same blood prcs.surc readings, he said. 

In addition, cxcrciscts have higlicr 
levels of high-density lipoprolclii 
cholesterol. Paffenbarger said. High- 
dcnsily lipoprolcias-rcmovc the low- 
density lipoproteins which contribute 
to cloggto arteries. Gogged arteries 
can lead to heart attack and stroke. 

Burning calorics by exercise can 
help a person control weight^ an 
important goal, becau.se obese'^ieople 
have higher risks of heart disease, 
stroke and dii ' 


But the henefils seem to go beyond 
weight loss. Researchers have found 
that aimhining exercise with dieting 
is more effective than diet alone in 
reducing a person’s risk of coronary 
hc.irl disease, Paffenbarger said. 

Exercise also reduces the risk of 
non-insulin-dcpcndcnt diabetes, 
Paffenbarger said. He pointed to a 
study he had a pan in, where the risk 
fell as the amount of moderately vigor- 
ous activity, such as walking or stair- 
climbing, rose. Exercise makes the 
body more sensitive to insulin, he said. 

Exercise can delay — and, per- 
ha'p.s, prevent — osteoporosis, the 
brittle-bone condition that results 
from the loss of minerals, 
Paffenbarger said. Bones react to 
strain by retaining minemis.

Intense activity raises the 
need to 4 liters per hour. The American College of 
Sports Medicine recommends 4 to 6 ounces of fluids 
. every 15 to 20 minutes while exercising. 

It is not advisable to rely on thirst as an indicator*' ') 
of fluid loss. Since the thirst mcchanlsm.docs not 
kick in until 2 percent of your body weight is lo.sl, 
fluid loss cm already be a problem. Water needs to 
be consumed before, during, and after exercising to 
assure proper hydration. 

When exercising one should avoid alcoholic bev- 
erages, carbonated beverages, and drinks that arc 
higli in sodium, sugar, carbohydrate or caffeine. 

Most experts agree that there is nothing belter 
than water for rchydralion. Scrioas- athletes or those 
exercising for more than 90 minutes may want to 
consider a 6-pcrccnl to 8-pcrccnt carbohydrate 
drink.

If it feels like you're losing the 
fight against fat, you’re not alone. A 
federal study has concluded that the 
percentage of ovccwcighl Americans 
is on the rise. 

Tbe^.study, published in this 
weelT's Journal of the Americao 
Medical Association, shows that the 
number of overweight Americans 
jumped 8 percent since 1980, with a 
third of all adults now estimated to 
be overweight. 

Iri an editorial titled “The 
Fattening of America^" which 
accompanied the survey. Dr. F. 
Xavier Pi-Sunyer, a doctor at St. 
Luke’s-Rooscvclt Hospital Center 
in New York City, blamed the rise 
on' an increasingly sedentary 
lifestyle and a passion for calorie- 
laden fare. 

Overweight Americans, he said, 
“drive through McDonald’s and pick 
up their food. They don't even walk 
to the counter anymore," 

Monday, some medical experts 
contended that obesity should be 
be the nation’s No. 1 health con- 
cern. “There is.no other health 
problem that affects a third of the 
pdpulation,” said Dr. William 
Dietz, director of clinical nutrition 
at the New England Medical 
Center in Boston.
